Fires Kill 13 Trapped in 


Homes; Crashes Take 


Lives of 9 Persons 


C hicago, Dec. 3 — (AP) — 


Twenty-two persons died at the 
result of traitic accidents and fires, 
in downstate Illinois last weekend 
13 of whom were the victims ot 
fires which trapped them in their 
homes. 


Fire took the laigest death toll 


in any one city as eight residents 
of an annex to a home for aged 
persons in Metropolis lost their 
lives in a blaze that destroyed the 
interior of the two-story building. 


Five children of a soldier's fam- 


ily were the victims of fire which 
destroyed their home near Fox 
Kiver Grove Friday night, serious- 
ly injuring- their 
mother, Mrs.

Gen. Short's Reply to Message 


of Warning of Possible Attack 
by Japanese Called "Inadequate"

Washington, Dec. 
3—(AP) — 


Maj. Gen. Sherman A. Miles said 
today that the reply Lt. Gen. Wai 
ter C. Short made from Hawai 
on November 28, 1941. to a war 
warning message from Washing- 
ton was "totally inadequate." 


Miles testified before the senate- 


house group investigating Pearl 
Harbor. 
Thursday the commit- 


tee is to hear General of the Army 
George C. Marshall, who sent the 
warning message. 


Evidence 
was 
cited by Rep. 


Clark (D-NC) that on "November 
27 Marshall warned Short that 
"hostile action is possible at anv, 
moment" and to take reconnais- 
ance and such other measures "as 
you deem necessary." 


Filed as a reply was word from 


Short to Marshall the next day 
that the Hawaiian department was 
'alerted to prevent sabotage." 


"Wat that in any way respon- 


sive?" asked Clark.

lenged the first of the two charges 
—negligence In that the

neglected to put the cruiser on a 
zigzag course through submarine 
infested waters.

ciiarge fails to state an offense it 
merely sets out a conclusion".

Wants System of Handl- 


ing Labor Troubles 
Like R. R. Statute 


Washington. Dec. 3.—President 


Truman asked congress today to 
set up a fact-finding board 
to 


make recommendations for solving 
labor disputes in "important na- 
tion-wide industries" and to ban 
strikes or lockouts during federal 
consideration. 


Recommending a system of han- 


dling reconversion labor troubles 
patterned after the Railway La- 
bor Act, Truman told the legisla- 
tors the board should deal with 
disputes in such widespread indus- 
tries as steel, automobile, aviation, 
mining, oil, utilities and communi- 
cations. 


The president said he was ap- 


pointing such a board on his own 
authority to deal with the General 
Motors-C. I. O.-United Automobile 
Workers dispute. 


"While this board will not have 


the statutory powers which I hope 
the congress will soon authorize," 
Truman said, "I am sure that the 
American people will expect the 
employer and the employes to co- 
operate with the board as fully a* 
If appropriate legislation had al- 
ready been passed. 


Appeal* fa All Parties 


"In the meantime. I am askinf 


both parties to the dispute to dis- 
play the same kind of patriotism 
as they displayed during the war. 
I am asking all the workers to re- 
turn to work immediately, and 3 
am asking; the employers to pro- 
ceed energetically with full pro- 
duction. I make this appeal on be- 
half of the American people to 
their fellow citizens who are now 
responsible for this major obstacle 
holding up our reconversion pro- 
gram. 


"In connection with the threat- 


ened strike involving the United 
State* Steel 'CorpomUon andVthe 
United Steel Workers, I am ap- 
pointing a simitar board. The pub- 
lic will expect full cooperation with 
the board by both sides. I am mak. 
ing the same appeal to the United 
Steel Workers to remain at worh 
pending the report of the board1! 
findings and recommendations." 


Truman's outline of the fact- 


finding legislation said it was "not 
applicable to small industries or t« 
small local disputes in large lndu«- 
tries," he added: 


"The objective should be to cov. 


cr by legislation only such stop- 
pages of work as the secretary oi 
labor would certify to the presi- 
dent as vitally affecting- the na- 
tional public interest."
